TH! MATERIALIST WHO 

urges that the institution of 
Christmas be abolished, on the 
grounds that he disagrees with its 
religious, sentimental, mythical or 
other connotations,, fails to answer 
one very practical question. Can the 
western world afford to abando 
the one season of the year when 
there is a universal reassessment of 
human relations, when human be- 
ings are seen as being just that, and 
not competitors or enemies 
worse still, impersonal census sta- 
tistics? 

Regardless of how the commer- 
cialism of twentieth-century Christ- 
mas may be deplored, or how the 
close connection between ancient 
pagan dates and rites and modern 
Christmas observances may be 
noted, the fact remains. that for at 
least a few days each vear many 
millions of people are moved to-re- 
gard each other in a slightly more 
lenient light, to devote thought and 
money to the enjoyment of rela- 
tives, neighbors and friends, and. to 
give heed to the plight of less for- 
tunate mortals in many parts of 
the world. : 

That is an accomplishment of 
which no ‘purely commercial con- 


or, 


cept could boast, an annual outpour- 
ing of, good-fellowship on a scale 
which mere logic or practical con- 
siderations could not achieve. For 
just a little while the charity muscle, 
unfortunately latent in so many of 
us throughout the rest of the year, 
is roused from its apathy, exercised 
and given new life—end as so many 
sources have predicted from time to 
time, the giver finds himself as 
much benefited as the receiver and 
perhaps more so. 

With all its faults—the avorries 
and problems, the frantic last- 
minute hurrying, the anguished pro- 
tests of parents and the reluctant 
yielding of many adults — Christ- 
mas serves a useful social purpose 
quite apart from the pleasures of 
sentiment and the joys of youthful 
participation. 

It: makes being generous and 
well-disposed a popular attitude, if 
only for a matter of days; and while 
this can continue to be an annual 
phenomenon there is hope for the 
human race—there is hope that the 
annual Christmas truce in the 
struggle of Man versus The Rest 
may some day be made a perma- 
nent thing, hope that some day the 
human beings will win. 


It’s Christmas on the Roads Too 


T IS A SAD COMMENTARY ON 
_our times that warnings against 
accident and death from eareless- 
ness have become the customary ac- 
companiments of festive seasons. 


“But it is an even sadder fact that 


such warnings are needed—even if 
not heeded—for the rising toH of 
death through’ misadventure is 
becoming one of the most sinister 
statistics of our civilization. 


As_ each holiday: season ap- 
proaches, national and local authori- 
ties advise caution on the highways, 
on the water, in hiking and hunting 
activities, in all the customary pas~ 
times in which man takes. pleasure 
during the year. Shooting -casual- 


ties, drownings and other tragedies 

take their toll of human life, but 

the 

street emerge as one of the leading 

causes of death and destruction in 
_ our crowding civilization.

While the efforts of the police 
to curb speeding, impaired driving 
and other contributory causes of 
accidents have their effects, the re- 


sponsibility: must rest with the indi- 
vidual driver. The habits of cau- 
tion must be ingrained, the recog- 
nition of impairment must be ac- 
cepted, the realisation of the conse- 
quences of even momentary lapses 
from full attention must be driven 
home to each person in charge of a 
motor vehicle. 


Even then there will be accidents . 


with ‘their tragic consequences. But 
if contributory negligence can be 
reduced a major battle will have 
been won. 

The worst that can befall us is 
to let the highway slaughter become 
so customary that we treat it with 
callousness, that we regard it as an 
unavoidable part of our modern 
pregress and hence something that 
we must learn to live with. If such 
an attitude becomes prevalent we 
shall not live with it: more and more 
of us will die with it. We could end 


up_with so many imposed restric-_ 


tions that much of the benefit of 
the freedom of individual transport- 
ation—one of the important free- 
doms of our times—could be lost. 


A Promise and a Pledge 


HE WINDS AND THE RAINS 
of November and December 
have left the garden tousied. The 
grass grows unkempt on lawns too 
soft to cut. The early chrysanthe- 


mums have drooped to sodden 
brown tangles, and their later 
sisters, still flowering, hold only 
persistence in their bedraggled 


heads. The hydrangeas lift brittle, 
tarnished bloom clusters above 
stems robbed of: foliage. 

It is a green Christmas: not a 
tenderly nurtured green, more a de- 
fiance of gales than a tribute to a 
season gentle enough for flowers. 

Yet, modestly, among the dark- 
ened and withering plant forms, 


rise a few second-blooming violets. 
Their attempt at perfume is valiant 
if too delicate. Their short stems 
hold the blossom close to the clumps 
of dull green: Under a sharp breeze 
they nevertheless whisper a re- 
minder of appealing life among 
growth that has died and ask, with 
encouraging promise, the poet's 
hopeful question: “If. winter 
comes ...?”" 


In a corner facing south, some 


Christinas roses have met. the chal- 
jenge to survive. Bad days, these, 
for Christmas roses. But they are 
there, though muddied by the rain, 
still fulfilling a pledge they would 
arrive to mark the day. 


Inspiration From Cheer 


E are told that Charles Dickens 
conceived his famous ghost story, 
A Christmas’ Carol, while travelling 
alone from London to Manchester in a 
freezing: fog-bound railway carriage. 
Was it this dismal conveyance which 
made him think of Serooge and his 
dismal place of business, warmed by a 
solitary coal in the hearth? Or did the 
young novelist (then. 31) carry a drop of 
something which shut owt the cold and 
tired him with the Christmas message? 
Whatever kt was, Dickens seems to 
have been so consumed with his tale that 
-he could hardly wait to put pen to paper. 
But the writing did not come easily. 
The worked-over manuscript, now on 
display in New York's Morgan library, 
suggests he had more trouble with this 
short novel than with any previous work. 
The yellowing pages are littered over 
with int er -lineal corrections and 
Marginal ‘jottings. Words and whole

sentences were struck out and revised 
and even the names of some of the 
characters underwent. changes. 

By the flickering light of his study 
fire, Diekens played host to his own 
ghosts of Christmas Past, Christmas- 
Present and Christmas Future. Heunted 
by bis impoverished past and fearful of 
the future, he poured into The Carol: the 
humor, the humiliations, the cravings, 
the hurts, the sudden joys and triumphs 
of his early lifetime. 

Night after night, when more’ con- 
ventional folk were in bed, he tramped 

=miles through the dark streets . of 
London, picking his characters out of the 
fog, perhaps tracing Tiny Tim's crutch 
marks in the ‘snow, or finding —just the 
right kind of “melancholy tavern where 
Scrooge took his usual melancholy 
dinner.”

Fringes, Lace and Sentimentality of an Earlier Day 


HE message is frequently the same, 

but there are generations of differ- 
ence between today’s Christmas cards 
and those preserved in the scrapbook of 
Francis Joseph O'Reilly, son of the Hon. 
Peter O'Reilly, a prominem figure in 
early days in British Columbia and 
holder of an honored social position in a 
young Victoria. 

Joseph, who grew up to be a manager 
of -the Belmont Building, one-time 
president of the Union Club and a former 
commodore of the Royal Victoria Yacht 
Club, has left, among other items now 
reposing in the Provincial Archives, an 
excellent collection of period greeting 
art. 

Pasted to the yellowing pages of- the 
scrap book are cards fringed in silk, 
framed in lace doily effects and, on 
oceasion, carrying bright tassels. Senti- 
ment then seetned to! be even more 
sentimental than now. Figures of chil- 
dren carried the cherubim look, dressed 
in Little Lord Fauntleroy costumes and 
their feminine equivalents. 

“A Merry Christmas” reads one card 
in an oval of blue silk surrounded by 
lace with roses as a corner piece. Over- 
leaf is a robin in full song on a frosted 


branch with snow-capped mountains in 
the background. 

Appearing to be a fugitive from the 
modern concept of Easter is another 
delicate greeting, centring a brown 
basket of colored eggs on two fronds of 
fern. The message: ‘May the New Year 
prove bright and fair.” 

In the 1880s there was still a market 
for the comic number, as witness the 
picture of a personalized turkey speak- 
ing to a young lady in a long dress, 
apron, dust-Cap style headgear and high- 
necked blouse.

A Christmas Tree Ablaze 


ae the little people among the 200 
boys and girls who enjoyed Shaw- 


-nigan Lake’s Community Christmas Tree 


a week ago last night, the towering 


evergreen carried the magic familiar to- 


older. generations of the district anda 
tradition. notable, perhaps, throughout 
British Columbia. 


To the young ones who ate hot dogs 
and drank cold drinks, sang carols, 
‘played games, and received individual 
presents from Santa Claus, the experi- 
ence was still fresh. 


Yet the festivity runs back, uninter- 
rupted, more than 60 years.” 

It's origin is described in “Green 
Branches and Falling Leaves,” the 
recently published Shawnigan Lake Cen- 
tennial Celebration Committee project 
compiled by Mrs. Alice L. ‘Gibson, 
historian. 


‘The early social and business life of 
Shawnigan,” says the story of the 
cornmunity, “centred in three spots — in 
the mill cook house, where dances were 
often held, and in the, two hotels. in 
Koenig’s Hotel were the first store and 
post office. There, also, most of the 
teachers boarded and there (in 1900 )was 
born the first Community Christmas tree 
which eventually moved to the hall (in 
1910) ... E . 


*. On the north side of the hotel the 
‘latchstring was out’ in the guise of a 
row of hospitable hitching posts for the 
use of the horse.and buggy by summer 
and the horse and sleigh by winter. As to 
the weather, all the old settlers seem to 
agree that the old-time winter carried a 
wallop that seems to have lost some of 
its rigor in recent. years.” :

The Carol was an immediate success. 
The first edition, published in December 
1843.. was sold out the first day, and 
since then, the tale has been told in a 
hundred different ‘languages, between 
hundreds of different types of cover and 
with all kinds of illustrations by al) kinds 
of artists. 

In spite of interminable repetition, it 
is still cherished the world over and 
almost every character actor of note has 
played Scrooge. 

Many famous writers have analysed 
The.Carol and sought to explain its 
unstaling - popularity. G. K. Chesterton 
described it as ‘‘a kind of philanthropic

On still‘another card, a bird breaks 
through a. parchment to wish the 
receiver “A Merry Christmas” above 
two extraneous Chinese gentlemen — the 
only Yule motif, apart from the greeting, 


perched on a flowering lilac bough above 
the homily “The truly Christmas mind 
expands to all mankind." 

There was also a card for the bibbers, 
a taproom with the boy starting the bung 
in a large barrel for gentlemen in 
Georgian setting and clothes, complete 
with powdered wigs, and the announce- 
ment that “‘T’was Christmas broached 
the mightiest ale. T'was Christmas told 
the merriest tale.” 

A clump of growing strawberries on a 
background of fern illustrates the 
saccharine verse: “Merrily, oh merrily, 
Ring out the Christmas bells. Cheerily, 
oh cheerily, The music sinks and swells. 
Joyously, oh joyously, My — throbbing 
heart keeps time, In thoughts of thee ‘in 
prayers for thee, It rings its Christmas 
chime.” .

Nature Rambles

HRISTMAS Is a day of family gath- 

erings, when the homes are gaily 

decorated. Among the most popular 
decorations is the poinsettia. 

This bloom has beeome one of 
our favorite Christmas plants, especially 
where holly is not available.. It was 
named after Joel Roberts Poinsett, who 
was appointed as the first U.S. minister 
to Mexico in 1825. He saw it there 
growing as a weed and brought it back 
to North America. 

The nurserymen have developed the 
plant till now it can be found in many 
colors — scarlet, pink, white, and many 
varieties. 

Actually, what you admire is not the 
flower but a colorful whorl of modified 
leaves surrounding a cluster of greenish 
flowers too small to be noticeable. 

The true flower is shaped like a tiny 
vase no larger than a pea, and on its 


side each has a shallow cup, a gland. 
brimming with a glistening sticky nectar 
that is as sweet as honey. 

Each vase is filled with a bunch of 
stamens from, which projects a typical 
pistil that beers a small seed pod on its 
tip. . 

These peculiar flowers have no petals 
nor sepals and are typical of one of the 
most important families, commercially, 
in the kingdom:-the Spurges, of which 
there are about 4,000 species of herbs, 
shrubs and trees. , 

Most of them have a milky juice and 
in some it is acrid and poisonous, The 
family includes the rubber tree and the 
cassava from which tapioca is made. 
Our native Indian Paint Brush belongs to. 
the same family. ‘ 

So we have the holly, mistletoe and 
Christmas tree from Europe, and the 
poinsettia from Mexico.

MOSCOW (Reuters)—Going 
to the movies is cheap in the 
Soviet Union but the effort:to 
get a_ticket for a popular 
picture can try the patience of 
even the most.ardent fan. 

Lineups hardly ever seem to 
disappear from the box offices 
at many. movie houses. 

Russians still look to. films 
to provide their most popular 
entertainment but the number 
of movie houses is not large 
for a country the size of the 
Soviet Union. 

OFFICIAL COUNT 

“At the last official count, 
there were. some 124,000 
movie theatres. 

But this total included 
special rooms set aside in 
workers’ and village ¢lubs, alt 
of which are by no means full- 
scale theatres in the Western 
sense. 

Moscow iiself has some 80 
movie houses to serve a 
population of about 6,500,000. 
Huge crowds collect outside 
any of them showing anything 
better than a poor film. 

‘As a result, all except the 
most mediocre pictures almost 
invariably play to packed 
fhouses. 

The cheapest seat is only 20 
kopecks (about 23 cents) and 
the most expensive one ruble 
($1.10).

Normally, only one film is 
shown. So there are no 
intervals and no girls selling 
ige cream or soft drinks. 

Russians take their movie- 
g6ing seriously, but this does 
not mean that they like only 
serius pictures. 

Some of- the biggest hits are 
slapstick comedies where the 
social message, obligatory for 
a Soviet work of art, takes 
second place to fun. 

‘At present, Soviet  film- 
makers are going in for big 
remakes of the Russian 
classics in a drive to show 
Western producers and 
directors who have tried to do 
the same thing how it should 
be done. 

The first two parts of a 
massive version of Leo Tol- 
stoy’s War and Peace, made 
by actor-director Sergei 
Bondarchuk, have been run- 
ning. for months to crowded 
theatres here.

tion. 


It is a strange anomaly that 
few singers approach an ef- 
gagement or a festival per- 
formance in a spirit of 
indifference yet they can be 
often quite haphazard in ar- 
rangements with an accom- 
panist. 


Artist's Reputation May Suffer 


They expect and desire to 
do their best but the pianist is 
left with little opportunity of 
doing his best, sometimes in a 
situation where his reputation 
as an artist may really suffer. 

Performers who leave it to 
the last minite to arrange 
accompanists for festival 
classes particularly, should 
not be surprised or offended if 
they meet with refusals. 

In the pre-World War I 
days when I was a performing 
pianist, hands were thrown up 
in horror at the idea that an 
accompanist expected a fee. 

As a matter of fact, it was 
generally felt that local 
musicians were presumptuous 
in asking to be paid. After all, 
they must enjoy what they 
were doing or they wouldn't 
be daing it. So how absurd for 
them to think of being paid as 
well! 

That idea has died hard in 
this city. To be quite 
accurate, it’s stilk kicking in 
one or two obscure minds. 

Among those _ behind-the- 
times people who resent the 
Musicians Association, the 
conviction remains that hun- 
dreds of hours of study and 
practice and - thousands of 
dollars. spent on fees, instru- 
ments and music do not 
warrant an artist seeking a 
reasonable income for 
pursuing his “enjoyable” pro- 
fession< 

They still see music-making 
as_a_pastime, a frill. = 

In fact I strongly suspect 
that these antiquated points-of- 
view are the basis for the 
grudging and paltry sums 
dribbled out to the symphony 
orchestra by governing 
bodies. 

And there it is. Almost my 
last gripe for 1966.

. Birdwatchers Looking for Winter Species 


Victoria birders will be out counting beaks from dawn to 
dusk Tuesday — aiid they'll be keeping an extra sharp 
lookout for Snowy Owls. 

-~“This Arctic species is usually rare in Victoria, but at 
least eight have been seen here during the past month. 

The birders will cover an area from Witty’s Lagoon to 
Cordova Bay and from Island View Beach to Clover Point. 

“The diversity of habitat in this area makes it one of the 
best areas.on fhe North American contindnt for wintering 
bird species,"" says David Stirling, organizer and compiler of 
Victoria’s annual count. 7 

“Last year 54,000 birds of 124. species were recorded in 
this area — the highest count in Canada.” 

The Christmas bird count was first held in the United 
States in 1900. It is now an annual event involving more than 
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10,000 birdwatchers in at least 700 localities from the Rio 


Grande to Alaska. 


Highest counts of species from southern California, the 


Gulf Coast-and Florida, Mr. Stirling said. In these areas a 
count of more than 150 species is normal for the day’s count. 

Lower mainland birders usually record 100 or more 
species and sometimés over 100,000 birds during the day. The 
high individual counts are usually boosted by huge winter 
roosts of starlings. 

Bird counts in Victoria have been held every Christmas 
since 1946. But it -was not until 1959 that the count was 
officially recognized by the National Audubon ‘Society of New 
York as part of the continental-wide count. 

All bird counts now follow rules laid down by the society. 
They state that the census must fit within, and preferably 
fill, a 15-mile diameter circle in each area. And reports must 
be submitted on official Audubon forms.

But, for the 90 patients who live out their lives at 
Mount St. Mary, Christmas came early, a whole month 
before schedule. 

And, while their Santa doesn't come decked in the cherry- 
red suit and snowy whiskers of roof-top fame, the ‘grateful 
patients feel that they're getting a much better deal. They'll be 
able to anticipate gifts from their Santa long after the tinsel 
and’ baubles have been" put away for most of us. Also, ‘their 
Santa brigade numbers 20-strong and is bound to increase. 

* This everlasting Christmas spirit first caught fire a month 
ago when a small band of people got. together, named 
themselves the Friends of Mount St. Mary—and set out to 
prove it . 

They've decided to give a gift that doesn't require any 
fancy packaging,, It's themselves. Concerned with the plight of 
Mount St. Mary patients who prize an hour's conversation or a 
glimpse at the ‘outside world more than any expensive gift 
under a Christmas tree, these volunteers have set themselves 
the task of helping to fill the gap that separates a hospital 
patient from the rest of the community. 

I wasn't the least bit surprised to find that Mrs. E. E. 
Harper is playing a leading role in this contingent of year-round 
Santas. Alice Harper, known to thousands through her 17 years’ 
work with the Free Food Stall, retired last April because, “I'm 
going 78 and thought I should relax a bit” 


. Her Christmas Lasts All Year 


This wonan with her over-abundance of Christmas spirit, 
soon found it impossible to confine showing if to the last week- 
end in December. 

“Time soon started to hang heavy on my hands and I felt 
that I should be doing more for others. When I met Mrs. 
Richard Spicer and she told me about the Friends, I was 
tickled to death to join.” 

Typical of this type of Santa, Mrs. Harper insists that she's 
received more benefit than those she and her busband, Edward, 
have tried to help. 

“Take the afternoon we took one old lady for a drive. She'd 
lived here 50 years ago and as we drove her around the city, 
through her help, we saw it with new eyes.’ 

Then there was the old gentleman who wanted to do his 
Christmas shopping. ‘He knew exactly where he wanted to go. 
Most of his gifts were blouses and underwear for his sister and 
other rélatives. He showed an uncanny knack in choosing the 
very thing to charm a woman. 

“When we took him back, he was so excited he forgot to 

ace even say good-bye. He dashed off to his room, bundles crunched 
under his arm, eager to get on with his gift wrapping.” 


Santa’s Schedules Are Flexible 


There’s no’set hour that designates the arrival of these 20 
Santas at Mount St. Mary. They bring their gifts of friendship 
whenever they're neéded. Some come at noon to help feed those 
who cannot fend for themselves. Some play games of cribbage 
and chess with patients who are starved for a contest. Others 
play light popular airs on the piano while warm-hearted 
extroverts often lead a carefree sing-song. 

Mrs. Harper explains that age or sex is no barrier to 
enrollment in this group. 

“There's many a man that’s retired who's lonely and 
feeling of no use to anyone. He would find a richness he never 
dreamed of. A few days ago a university student phoned me 
(Mrs. Harper’s number is 658-8177) to offer her services." 

Although these Santas don't have to invest in a red suit and 
a team of reindeer, there is one important requirement, 
according to Alice Harper. 

“Some of the patients are amputees, others are badly 
paralyzed. Lined, white faces tell of the suffering they've 
known. It takes a stout heart to be a Friend. I pray that I'll not 
break down.” 

Christmas Day will probably find Mrs. Harper and some of 
her fellow Santas on the rounds they began a month 
ago. “If they need us, we'll be there.’’
